NORE DEVELOPHENTS
N SHOOTIG SCAAPE

APPEARS NEGRO BURNED
AND WAS THEN
SHOT

MORE ARRESTS

Two More Negroes Placed in Jail
After Second Inquest By
Coroner Hardin.

Two negroes, Jim Wakefleld and
Truemen Davis, heve been placed in
the county jail with Zim Donaldson
for the murder of George Whitner,
which occurred In the Five Forks sec-
tion of the county last Friday morn-
ing. The last named negro was
placed in jail Friday after an inquest
by the coroner, but tie first two nam-
ed were arrested after later develop-
ments of a serions nature.

In preparing Whitner for burial it
was discovered that he had been ter-
ribly burned about the lower limbs
and the back. It will be remember-
ed that this shooting tock place at a
saw mill where was located an engine
and that the negroes testified timt
Whitner was shot in a scuffle over a
shot gun with Donaldson.

When the county officers learned
that the dead megro had been burned,
they returned to the Five Forks sec-
tlon wilx an order to open the BTavo.
This was done and a physician ex-
amined the burns. Awnother inquest
was held with the result that Wake-
field and Davis woere placsd in fafl.
The fourth negro has not yet been
found.

All three of the negroes were ques-
tioned at t've countv jall yesterday by
a representative of The Intelligencer,
but none of them would acknowledge
that they knew anything about the
burning. Wakefield seemed to want
to tell about the affair but would not,
He stated thalt he was on the other
side of the engine when the scuffling
was going on that all of the other ne-
groes, of which there were four were
engaged in it. He stated that he did
not know whether Whitner was held
up against the engine or not. When
asked if he did not hear the negro
yeHing he stated that he did not. He
stated, however, that hie was firing un
the engine and had been putting in
the second round of wood just before
the row began.

It ds evident that there is something
more to the case than that Whitner
was siot in the scuffle, but just what
it is. cannot be learned from the. ne-
Eroes.

4180 to consider a recommendation tu
Governor Manning of a man to take
the place as magistrate of the late
John D. Sitlon.

A few wecks ago Mr. Joinstone
visited Anderson in his tour of the
cities of the state inspecting the jails
and county chain gangs and stated
that certain fmorovements were need-
¢l at the Anderson tounty fail, Among
thera were two additlonal bed rooms
in the recident scction of the jull, &
dention room, a padded cell, shower
baths for prisoners, ote. At the
county liome he also made some sug-
vwestlons and the county delegdtion
may tako action on this mativr &t tho
same time. As Yet Mr. Johnstone
has not submitted hizs recommenda-
tions in writing but It {s presumed
that he will do so within the mnext
few days.

Senator Sherard stated that as yot
he bad received cnly one avplieation
for the vacant office of magistrate,
Mr. Harrison A. Foster. He stated
that he had received several lotlers
recommending Mr. Foster.
